THE COURT FINDS the jurisdictional testinony has been net.
The Court finds that at |east one of the parties has been
domciled in the State of Arizona for at |east 90 days prior to
the filing of the Petition for Dissolution of Marriage. The
Conciliation provisions of AAR S. Section 25-381.09 either have
been net or do not apply. The nmarriage is irretrievably broken.
Wfe is not pregnant at this tinme and to the extent it has
jurisdiction to do so, the court has considered, approved and
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made provisions for child custody, child support, and property
di vi si on.

| T 1S ORDERED t he Mot her shall have sole | egal custody of
the mnor child, Al exandria E. Castro, born Novenber 21, 1998,
and is designated the primary care parent.

| T 1S ORDERED Fat her shall have unsupervi sed parenting tine
with Al exzandria every Saturday night commencing at 7:00 p. m
until Tuesday night at 6:30 p.m at which tinme the mnor child
shall be returned to Mother. The parties shall alternate
hol i days, as foll ows:

The Court adopts as its findings the Child Support Wrksheet
prepared by the Court and filed this date. The Court determ nes
Father’s income to be $2,390.00 and Mother’s incone to be
$2,686. 00 per nonth. Mther has nonthly daycare expenses of
$100. 00 per week. Mbdther provides health insurance for the m nor
child at a cost of $44.00 per nonth. The Court has provi ded
Fat her with a physical custody adjustnment of 33.10%

| T 1S ORDERED effective August 1, 2001, child support shall
be $304.00 per nonth to be paid through Order of Assignnent.

| T 1S ORDERED Mot her shall provide health i nsurance for the
m nor child. Any unreinbursed expenses shall be paid equally.

| T IS ORDERED the parents will alternate claimng the mnor
child as a tax dependant exenption. Mther shall claimthe ninor
child in odd years and Father shall claimthe mnor child in even
years, conmencing 2001

| T 1S ORDERED that the parties shall exchange financi al
information every 12 nonths, including, State and Federal |ncone
Tax Returns, W2's, current payroll stubs, financial statenents
and Affidavit’s of Financial Information so long as the child
support obligation exists.

| T 1S ORDERED t hat counsel for Mther shall prepare and
subnmit an Order of Assignnent no |ater than August 13, 2001.
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| T 1S ORDERED Fat her shall pay to Mther $760. 00 for
expenses incurred due to Father canceling health insurance for
Mot her, within thirty (30) days of this order

| T 1S ORDERED Mot her shall retain the foll ow ng property:
hand wei ghts, books, answering nmachine, tools, tool box, iron and
ironing board, Broyhill bedroom set and Arnvire.

| T 1S ORDERED Fat her shall retain the entertai nment center,
end tables and cof fee table.

| T 1S ORDERED any furniture or personal property not
specified herein is to be divided equally.

| T 1S ORDERED, consistent with the parties’ indication to
the Court, that each party shall retain their respective vehicle.

There are no retirenent plans held by either party and there
are no debts to divide.

| T 1S ORDERED Fat her shall pay to Mther the sum of

$2,000. 00 as an equalization paynent on or before Decenber 1,
2001.

| T 1S ORDERED each party shall pay their own attorney’ s fees
and costs incurred herein.

There being no further need to retain the exhibits in the
custody of the Clerk of the Court,

| T 1S ORDERED that the Clerk permanently rel ease al
exhibits to the counsel/party causing themto be nmarked, or to
their witten designee. Counsel/party shall have the right to
refile relevant exhibits as needed in support of any appeal.
